RAMMED BY U-BOAT 
TUG SCOTT IS SUNK. 


NEW LONDON (Ct.) Nov. 17.— 
The collision which caused the mer- 
chant submarine’ Deutschland to 


abandon her return voyage to Ger- 
many almost at its outset early to- 
day, when a convoying tug, the T. 
A. Scott, Jr., was sunk with a crew 
of five men, was the subject of Fed- 
eral investigation this afternoon. 

The United States inspectors of 
steam vessels, headed by Capt. 
E. Withey, heard through witnesses 
of the conditions under which the 
submarine, slipping out of the har- 
bor in the darkness so she might 
submerge in neutral waters before 
daybreak, ran down the tug, which 
was acting as her protector, off Race 
Rock, just outside this port. 

The testimony came from Capt. 
Paul-Koenig of the Deutschland, 
from F. W. Krapohl, his chief offi- 
cer, and from Hans Kleese, his chief 
engineer. It was given in secret, 
but it became known through state- 
ments outside the chamber that the 
collision was an accident.

SURPRISES JAPS. 


Tokio Would Have Preferred 
Handling the Money.. 


Places Far Eastern Republic 


on Excellent Basis. 


Shows Other Foreign Nations 
Great Power of West.

WASHINGTON, Nov. 17.—Diple 
matic and financial Washington has 
been buzzing today over the $5,000, 
000 loan advanced by the Conti- 
nentai and Commercial Nationa! 
Bank of Chicago to the Chinese gov- 
ernment.

Because the negotiations are con- 
cluded and the contract signed has 
the support of the United States, 
Japan and European powers cannot 
interfere.

CHINA'S CREDIT GOOD. 


Tt is realized by the Japanese au- 
thorities and by other diplomats tin 
Washington that China’s credit has 
advanced greatly, as a result of the 
recognition of its excellent character 
by the Continental and Commercial. 
It is obvious to these men that a 
bank which is administered with 
such extreme caution would nvt 
make a loan to a government about 
the repayment of which any ques- 
tion might arise. Thus the action 
of the Continental and Commercial. 
based upon a thorough Study of con- 
ditions in China strengthened 
diplomatic belief in the Stability of 
the Far Eastern republic. Further, 
it is pointed out that China is in 
need of large sums of money for her 
development, and it is fully expeéted 
when the time comes for her to bor- 
row again that she will endeavor first 
of all to market her securities in the 
Middle West. 

Other nations which need money 
have had their eyes opened as to the 
desirability of borrowing at this 
source rather than in New York. As 
one diplomat said today: 

“We had been uhder the impres- 
sion that the New York banks con- 
trolled not only New York, but the 
finances of practically the entire 
country, so far as foreign loans are 
concerned. Now we know different- 
ly. We have recognized that the 
Continental and Commercial was a 
tremendous institution, but we 
deemed it policy to go first of all to 
New York. Now we understand 
that as a result of the loan negotiated 
with China’ there is no control by 
New York of the finances of the na- 
lion. Necessarily we intend to take

airships, which, unarmed, could not 
defend itself, falling into the hands 
of the enemy, thereby revealing 
some of our secrets of construction. 

“Personally, I would almost guar- 
antee that if one of our Schuette- 
Lanz war cruisers over England 
were to fall almost undamaged into 
the hands of the British they could 
not build a duplicate and success- 
fully operate one like it tn two 
years.” 

So many rumors and reports, even 
fantastic tales, of a German airship 
coming to America in the near fu- 
ture followed the Deutschland 
event that I determined to ascertain 
whether anything were back of it 
all. The Chicago story of two gi- 
gantic airships ready in Germany, 
named Germany and America, to 
make the trans-Atlantic trip, espe- 
cially designed to surprise America 
and the world some fine morning, as 
did the Deutschland, was denied in 
alrship-building circles. 

There is no reason to question the 
denial. As Prof. Schuette explained 
to me, the element of surprise in 
the trans-Atlantic airship journey is 
almost precluded, unless Germany 
“were willing to take a chance and 


give a million-dollar prize to the 
elements upon the air liners’ arrival 


in America.” 

Unlike the Deutschland, which 
could slip into any port, such a ti- 
tanic trans-Atlantic air liner calls 
for an enormous aerial harbor, or 
shed, a specially-conatructed build- 
ing, which could hardly be kept se- 


cret. 

DETAILA., 

Prof. Schuette, together with Chief 
of Construction Krackenberg, has 
explained to me some of the details 
of the projected trans-Atlantic Ger- 
man Schuette-Lanzg airship. 

To provide for the possible dis- 
aster of an involuntary descent upon 
the sea, two large seagoing lifeboats

Atlantic aerial liners as now planned. 


The professor estimated that with 
only the regular crew and but the 
necessary gasoline for that length of 
time, he could take 3800 passengers 
to America on ten-hour excursions. 

“And the cost?” I suggested. 

“This mercantile air liner will cost 
about 4,000,000 marks (about 
$1,000,000;) the harbor or shed in 
American probably 2,000,000, the 
necessary gas installation probably 
another 1,500,000 marks.” 

Prof. Schuette declared that the 
record time in crossing the Atlantic 
by airship would be made from 
America to Germany, not from this 
side, because there will be more fa- 
vorable winds coming this way. He 
said that his newest super-Schuette- 
Lanz, if it were in. America, could 
readily make the historic crossing if 
it started from over there. 

Prof. Schuette is no visionary. As 
a scientific man he does not believe, 
as do some enthusiasts, that airships 
will ever figure as commercial pas- 
senger carriers between the old and 
new worlds. 

“Practically considered, I think 
that will long remain a dream,” 


said he. “I cannot as yet see com- 


mercial success in aerial transporta- 
tion. Commercially there is no place 
for the airship. The attempt in 
Germany to, cammercialize airships 
through the novelty of aerial excur- 


sions will be a dismal financial fall- 


ure. In America it might be maae 
to go, perhaps even pay, for a few 
years, but not after the novelty had 
worn off. 

“Commercially successful trans- 
portation today is a question of car- 
rying the largest possible quantities 


at a minimum cost. With airships 


it is just the reverse. 

“Quite probably some of your en- 
terprising millionaires, especially 
those, perhaps, who have steam 
yachts, and therefore could use the 


same crew for both crafts, would be 
quite financially able, no doubt even 


willing, to maintain an airship yacht 
if they could obtain one, but as com- 
petitors of railways and steamships, 
airships are not likely to figure in 
our day.. The expense of mainte- 
nance is too great.” 


GAS COST. 
If I understood Chief Constructor 


Krackenberg correctly, it costs ap- 


proximately $250 a day for gas alone 


when an airship is in operation, not 
to mention benzine, oll, the wages 
of the crew, the maintenance of the 
shed, etc. 

Armed with a letter from the 
then Ambaseador Leishmann, Prof. 


Schuette, in Washington in 1912, laid 


some of his plans before the Navy 
Department. Japan was in negotia- 
tions with him to buy a Schuette- 
Lanz then under construction, or a 
duplicate of it. The German gov- 
ernment, however, forbade Schuette 
and Lanz to sell or build an airship 
for Japan, England, France or Rus- 
fia, but the prohibition did not in- 


clude the United States, with whom

“Today, I imagine, they might be 
inclined to talk to me,” remarked 
Prof. Schuette with a smile... “With 
your vast coast line and Porto Rico, 
Panama and Hawall fifteen airships 
of the super-type at a cost of leas 
than $15,000,000, and sheds at $10,- 
600,000 more, which is less than the 


cost of three fast warships, could. do 


the work of an entire fleet of scout 
cruisers and many torpedo flotillas 
in reconnaissance. 

“Four stations with two aerial 
scouts each would do for*the At- 
lantic Coast, with two stations on the 


Pacific Coast and one each at Hono- 
lulu, Panama anu Porto Rico. 

“With our success, other countries 
are almost ceftain to develop similar 
crafts. It is undeniable that no oth- 
er country 80 far has been able to 
build airships that can in the small- 
est manner compare with those of 
Germany. We have a tremendous 
lead, which doubtlese we will hold 
for some time, but,in view of the 
rapid development of the Schuette- 
Lanz airships since 1912, it would be 
asserting too much to say that 
scientific engineers in other countries 
will not have inventive ideas along 
these lines.”

not always be kept secret and that in 
the course of years of intensive ex- 
periments, trials and building that are 
sure to follow along these lines, it 
cannot be said that they can never 
buil@ or develop similar craft. 

“Whether the government will in- 
sist on confining our building of 
‘Schuette-Lang airships to the limits 
of Germany's need, I cannot tell. It 
is not likely that we would desire or 
be permitted to build for any of the 
countries with whom we are now at 
war. 

“If there is one country for whom 
we might be permitted to build, it ts 
America, with whom we are never 
‘likely to come in conflict. It would 
then chiefly be a question of bind- 
ing assurances of some kind that our 
airships will neveg get inco the hands 
of our enemies rough America.” 

Though English reports usually 
read “little damdge done’’ it seems 
rather strange when the big “calt- 
bers” of the latest airships are 
bombs filled with terrible high ex- 
plosives. The reports, however, from 
Switzerland of 1200 airships in Ger- 
many are products of a rather vivid 
imagination.

PRESIDENT DESIGNATES NOV. 30 
AS NATIONAL HOLIDAY. 


Says Americans Could in no Bet- 
ter Way Show Their Rea] Atti- 
tude Toward Present Struggle of 
the Nations than by Contributing 
for Relief of War Sufferers.

WASHINGTON, Nov. 17.—Presi- 
dent Wilson today formally, by proc- 
lamation, designated Thursday, No- 
vember 30, as Thanksgiving Day. 

Here follows the President's proc- 
lamation: 
® “it has long been the custom of 
our people to turn in the fruitful 
autumn of the year in praise and 
thanksgiving to almighty God for 
His many blessings and mercies to 
us and the nation. 

“The year that has elapsed since 


we last observed our day of thanks- 
giving has been rich in blessings to 
us as a people, but the whole face 
of the world has been darkened by 
war. In the midst of our peace and 
happiness our thoughts dwell with 
painful disquiet upon the struggles 
and sufferings of the nations at war 
and of the peoples upon whom war 
has brought disaster without choice 
or possibility of escape on their 
part. We cannot think of our hap- 
Ppiness without thinking of their 
pitiful distress. 3 

“Now, therefore, I, Woodrow Wii- 
son, President of the United States 
ef America, do appoint Thursday, 
the 30th of November, as a day of 
national thanksgiving and prayer, 
and urge and advise the people to 
resort to their several places of 
worship on that day to render 
thanks to almighty God for the 
blessings of peace and unbroken 
prosperity which He has bestowed 
upon our beloved country in such 
unstinted measure. 

“And I also urge and suggest our 
duty, in this, our day of peace and 
abundance, to think In deep sym- 
pathy of the stricken peoples of the 
wvurld, upon whom the ctrse and 
terror of war has so pitilessly fallen, 
und to contribute out of our abun- 
dant means to the relief of their suf- 
ferings. 

“Our people could in no better 
way show their real attitude towards 
the present struggle of the nations 
than by contributing out of their 
abundance to the relief of the suf- 
fering which war has brought in its 
train. 

“In witness whereof I have here- 
unto set-my hand and caused tha; 
seal of the United States to be af- 
fixed. 

“Done at the city of Washington 
this 17th day of November in the 
year of our Lord, 1916, and of the 
independence of the United States 
the one hundred and forty-first.

“R. W. Pridham, now chairman of 
the Board of Supervisors, was the 
chairman of the first exposition com- 
mittee. During the second exposi- 
tion, the merchants and manufac- 
turers had for their chairman, Ralph 
Marks, who was one of the great 
public-spirited men living at that 
time. Associated with him on the 
committee were H. C. Lichtenberger, 
John Kahn, W. E. Kellar and F, J. 
Zeehandelaar, who was secretary 
and manager of the affair.

“The second Home Products Ex- 
position was opened with a parade, 
all the merchants marching from the 
headquarters of the association in 
the Wilcox Block to Hazards’s Pa- 
vilion.

NEW WORLD SYMPHONY. 


ORCHESTRA GiVES EXCELLENT 


RENDITION OF WURK, 


By Edwin Schallert. 

When a man starts on a voyage 
of discovery the chances are a 
hundred to one plus he will not find 
whet he is looking for, Before his 
venture across. untried seas on his 
journey of exploration Columbus 
had quite a different idea of where 
the winds and the waves would 
lead him than after the first few 
weeks at sea, And the changing 


| view did not stop here, but con- 


tinued with unabated steadiness to 
the end of his life, with its border 
line disillusionment, as far as hu- 
manity was concerned. | 

Some 400 |, years after .@olumbus 
landed in America Anton Dvorak, 
the Bohemian master of music, set 
foot in the same iand. He also was 
on a voyage of discovery. His pur- 
pose, although it may have been 
somewhat hazy in his mind at the 
time, was to find American music. 
While he did not exactly succeed 
his object he did unveil fer the 
world a work of untold beauty that, 
while it is as much Bohemian is 
spirit as American, presents a new 
and colorful vista in art's domain, 
at the same time stimulating an in- 
trospective glance at what course 
the essential ow of music in this 
country will follow, 

The foundation’ stone of this 
Dvorak work, which goes by the 
name of the’ “New World Sym- 
phony,” is, as regards its American 
aspect,_the neszro melody. Some 
authorities profess to trace a re- 
semblance in these melodies to the 
Bohemian folk song, which would 
make the Dvorak symphony of less 
moment, as concerns its American 
phase. 
treatment has nothing in it that is 
not characteristically Dvorak. There 
is all his wonderful power for tone 
coloring that seemingly has no lim- 


ftations, the lustrous richness of 


harmonization, the wealth of mel- 
ody 


This “New World Symphon¥" | 


proved a very suitable feature for 
the opening concert by the Sym- 
phony Orchestra yesterday after- 
noon at Trinity. And the members 


gave themselves over to the rendi- 


tion of it with a satisfyine spirit 
and enthusiasm, such as has not 
been -witnessed in many a long day. 
It stood out head and shoulders 
above any other number on the 
programme. 

The Liszt symphonic poem on the 
Victor Hugo text, “What One Hears 
in the Mountains,” which would be 
more adequately expressed by the 
translation of the “Voices of Na- 
ture and of Life,”’ ranked next in 
interest, although the rendition did 
not have all the fullness of charac- 
ter that is desirable. The work is 
ronceived on ai transcondented 
scale, and rises to sovereign heights 
of beauty and -power. There are 
passages of agonized splendor where 
the strings quiver beneath the tor- 
menting strains sung by the brass 
instruments. It is only at the close 
that e soft shadows of peace and 
understanding at last descend on 
the overwrought tragedy. 

The Schubert Overture in D Ma- 
jor, an early work of the composer, 
was light, but distinctly pleasing. It 
is natural and carefree as the youth- 
ful Schubert might write. With 
nothing big or pretentious about it, 
this overture proved a satisfying 
Spening for the program 
“Invitation to the Dance” in the 
Rerlioz arrangement was of incon- 
siderable importance, although it 
should have a certain popular ap- 
peal. 

MUSICAL ADVANCE. 

The orchestra has made a distinct 
advance musically in the character 
of its renditions. The instruments 
voiced their varying songs with a 
greater freedom and spontaneity. 
There was much less needless re- 
straint in Director Tandler’s man- 
agement of his forces than hereto- 
fore. He manifested an excellent 
spirit of authority and conviction 
in his interpretations, but gave his 
musicians a broader rein in the 
melodious sections, which is to be 
desired. While the high lights of un- 
trammeled artistry, those delicate 
shadings and nuances of tempo and 
dynamics that go to make the ap- 
proach to perfection and consuming 
vitality to a degree lacking in the 
performance, there is such a fine 
wealth of tonal beauty -in the or- 
chestra’s work, as compared with 
the past, that they deserve tnlim- 
ited credit for the achievement reg- 
istered in the first concert of the 
season. 

About the size of the audience 
the less said the better. Suffice, it 
was not up to expectations, and was 
about the average at the matinee 
programmes last year. Each mem- 
her, though, was an attentive 
listener.

ER SIX HUNDRED BOYS 


FOR OFFICERS’ RESERVE. 


FTER careful consideration, 651 
7% of the 5000 high and in- 

termediate school boys of the 
city have signified their willingness 
to undertake a course in military 
training under that clause of the 
Army Reorganization bill) which will 


| Permit them to become members of 


the Officer’s Reserve Corps, accord- 
ine to information given out by Dr. 
Albert Shiels, superintendent 
schools, yesterday. 
About 1000 of the 5000 boys will 
graduate this year and could not 
possibly take advantage of such a 


|} course if they wished to. Further, 


very little is known of th ew 
law, beyond the fact that the gov- 
ernment will furnish the equipment 
and will provide the officers to in- 
struct the boys. For these reasons 
the number who have come forward 
is regarded as a very fair percent- 
age. It ig understood by the boys 
that they cannot start a course and 
graduate from schoo! until they have 
full or four years 
trainin 

“These boys represent a roxi- 
mately 17 per cent. of the eligible 
school boys of the city. There is 
no question but that there would be 
more than three times this number 
of volunteers if we had any details 
on the new law. If we could tell 


the boys that next month we would 
have sO many uniforms, so much 
equipment and that there would be 
a number of army officers on hand 
from then onto instruct them in 
the arts of war, we would have, I _ 
am certain, a great number of ap- 
plicants, 

“These comparatively few boys 
are, to my mind, more: desirable 
than would be a greater number. 
They are boys who have thought 
the matter over carefully and have 
their parents’ eonsent. The over~ 
flowing enlistment is a three-cheer 
proposition and defeats its own ends. 

“There is no  possibili of the - 
classes being established this year, as 
no appropriation was awde to care 
for them and there is no indication 
that there will be an immediate ap- 
propriation made. We have done 
all We can now and it remains for 
the government to . I shall com- 
municate with some of the army of- 
ficers of the city and have them 
Place our results before the War 
Department. 

“Personally they cannot establish 
the classes too soon to please me. I 
am in favor of military training tn 
the city schools.” 

The proposition was placed before 
the boys of thirteen of the city’s 
high and intermediate schools.

to the farof market for our Christmas 
‘gifts? 

Let us look these gift temptations sq 
ly in the face. 

The temporary shop, with its trumpery 
stock, is here but for a day, a week, a month 
or so. The owner is not attempting to 
build for himself or his shop a reputation. 
Integrity is no part of his stock in trade. 
What matter to him that a week 
Christmas you discover his word to have 
been false, his Wares worthless? By then 
Nor is 
the personal loss and injury to you the only 
Gamage that he has done; for more than 
likely, the day following Christmas his shop 
‘will redly proclaim that his business in this 
city bas proven a failure and creditors hav- 
ing seized his place, he will dispose of his 
Wares at slaughter prices.

identical thing at a local store for sale for 
less money than you have sent away. ; 

Why not then decide in the first place 
to spend our Christmas money with those 
Los Angeles merchants who have expended 
their brains, their time, their money, their 
genius in building up not only their own 
business but im building up the city and 
the community? No people are more vital 
to the growth and the welfare of a com- 
munity than its retail merchants. When 
visitors speak of a place, do they not in 
the same breath mention its stores? Who, 
in thinking of Los Angeles, does not in- 
stantly think of Broadway?

CHICAGO A WATER THIEF? | 
Chicago seems to be in trouble as a 
consequence of washing her dirty face in 
water alleged to be stolen. She expended 
$100,000,000 in the construction of a canal 
system to carry her sewage into the Missis- 
sippt River greatly to the wrath of St. Louis. 
Previous to this it flowed into Lake Michi- 
gan and there were complaints from Mli- 
waukee, and Racine, and Kenosha citizens 
that Lake Michigan water, when flavored 
with Chicago filth, was unpleasant to the 
taste and detrimental to the digestion. 


St. Louis became reconciled to the opera- 
tions of the Chicago canal, for she obtained 
her water supply from the Missouri River, 
and Chicago sewage flowed by the city in 
the swift current of the Mississippl. 

Then it was claimed by Milwaukee, and 
Detroit, and Cleveland, and Toledo, and 
Erie, and Buffalo, that the drainage canal 
at Chicago, in diverting water from Lake. 
Michigan ;to carry Chicago's sewage down 
the Des Plaines River and thence to the 
Mississippi, was actually lowering the level 
of the Great Lakes so as to interfere with 
commerce. This spring a number of Wis- 
consin municipalities united in protest, and 
Senator La Follette made an ineffective 
attempt in Congress to limit the flow of 
the drainage canal. In the meantime, 4 
suit was brought in the Federal courts by 
the United States government against Chi- 
cago to determine this question. This suit 
was argued three years ago before United 
States Judge Landis and is still under ad- 
visement. 

Before the suit was brought” Chicago of- 
fered to build works at the head of Lake 
Michigan compensating for any lowering due 
to the loss of flow at its foot. This step 
was recommended to the War Department 
by the United States Board of Engineers 
on Rivers and Harbors, but nothing came 
of it because while it would satisfy De- 
troit and the cities east of Detroit it would 
not help the cities on. Lake Michigan. 

The lake cities claim that their harbors 


| and waterways are threatened with shallow- 


ness by a dropping lake, and the issue in 
the government suit is to compel a reduc 
tion of the canal capacity of 840,000 cubic

feet per minute to 250,000 feet per minute, 

The Canadian lake cities are claiming that 
Chicago, in taking this vast amount of water 
from Lake Michigan, breaks the treaty ob- 
ligations of the United States with Great 
Britain. To this Chicago replies that when 
the treaty of 1909, with reference to bound- 
ary waters, was adopted compensation was 
made to Canada for diversion of water at 
Chicago by allowing the dominion an ex- 
cess of diversion at Niagara Falls. 

The Times sympathizes with Chicago in 
its troubles. Because the Chicago Tribune 
calls California a “boob” State it will not 
rétort by calling Chicago a gigantic water 
thief, which. has snatched a lake from its 
bed and appropriated it to its personal 
use, thus compelling other cities to g0 

Indeed, the entire controversy seems to 
The Times to be an absurd one. The ar- 
gument for Chicago as stated by a corre- 
spondent of the Boston Monitor is that “evep 
granting a theoretical lowering of levels 
four to six inches, the actual measurement 
of lake levels is extremely fickle. Wind 
conditions change levels in an hour from 
One to five feet. For the first thirteen 
years after the cana] was put in operation 
the lakes were higher than before. As far 
as cities along the lakes need to be con- 
cerned, four or five inches lowering, which 
can only be determined by figuring” and 
is not established by gauge records, is too 
emall a matter to be alarmed about, as, so 
it is claimed, no boat does business on 
such a small margin of draft.” 

Prior to the construction of the drainage 
canal no adequate system of handling the 
wastes of Chicago had been devised; it was 
all emptied into the lake and the purifica- 
tion of lake waters which the canal af- 
fords was a necessity. Chicago needs 840,- 
006 cubic feet of water per minute to pre- 
vent her from becoming a pest hole. The 
water can be spared from the Great Lakes 
without perceptibly lowering their level, 


and without injury to anybody. The Times

Many of our industrial establishments are 
supplied with “white coal” from water 
power, others use fuel oil and others use 
natural gas. The trolley cars in eastern 
cities are supplied with motive power, the 
electric juice of which is manufactured by 
the burning of coal. We use little or no coal 
for such purpose, while you might visit half 
a hundred bungalows and find that the 
cooking and heating was done with gas or 
ofl, and in very many of them there were 
no heating arrangementsiat all. Ag for a 
coal fire in an open grate not one house in 
one hundred has one. fer

National Editorial Service. 
ENGLAND AND EGYPT. 


[CONTRIBUTED TO THE TIMFS.) 
BY G. SCOTT DAGLEISH, 


Former General Manager of the 
Agricultural Bank of Egypt. 


HE attitude of the Bgyptian 
people towards England during 
the war is a question of partic 

ular Interest in view of the German 
assertion that the English, by their 
use of colored troops, have weak- 
ened their influence in the East and 
that the result will be a loss of pres 
tige to them in the countries where 
color distinction has always been 
clearly maintained, as in India and 
Egypt. It is doubtful if this argu- 
ment is a sound one, but in no case 


can it become effective in regard 
to Egypt in view of the fact that no 
Egyptian troops are being made use 
of by England. 


We have to go back many cen 


turies before the Christian era to 
find a time when the Egyptians 
were not the subjects of alien rul- 
ers. The Persians, the Assyrians, 
the Greeks, the Romans, the Moham- 
medans of Arabia and the Turks 
have in turn invaded and conquered 
the country. The last of these, the 
Turks, ruled Egypt from 1517 con- 
tinuously, with the exception of a 
short occupation by the French in 
1798, till the establishment ‘of a 
separate Egyptian Sultanate two 
years ago. 

The extraordinary thing is that 
through all the changes which have 
occurred and in spite of the int 
‘duction of foreign blood, the Egyp- 
tian “fellah” remains identically 
the type of the subjects of the 
Pharaohs. The sole permanent traces 
left by outside influences are in the 
matter of religion. The majority of 
the Egyptians, perhaps eleven out 
of the twelve millions in the country, 
are Mohbammedans. Of the balance 
the largest proportion profess the 
Coptic religion, an early form of 
Christianity. 

The religion of a Mohammedan fs 
a very real, ever-present thing. It 
enters into daily life more fully, 
perhaps, than does any other re- 
ligion. The protection of “the Faith” 
has always been a michty rallying 
cry. There is no doubt that this was 
largely made use of in the many 
intrigues against British power in 
Egypt both before the European 
war commenced and in the months 
that elapsed before Turkey's actual 
participation paved the way for 
England's declaration of a 
tectorate over the new Sultanate. 
One reason for the failure of this 
argument is a schism which has 
long existed in the Mohammedan 
church. Many believe that Selim, 
the first Sultan of Turkey to claim 
the position of Caliph, or Head of 
the Church, obtained the like by 
force or by fraud from Mutawakkil, 
the last of the Exgytian Caliphs. 
One of the two great sects, the 
Shiites, has always contested the 
Turkish overlordship of the Church 
and fully half of the Egyptian Mo- 
hammedans’ belong to this branch. 
Many of the other Sect, the Sun- 
nites, believe that the Shereef of 
Mecca is the true Caliph. 

Thus the genera) submission of the 
Egyptians to Turkish church rule 
has been based more on political 
than on purely religious grounds. 
The previous Egyptian headship of 
the church, lasting from 1258 to 
1517, has roused speculation ag to 
whether it may not now revert 
to that country and should the Sul- 
tan of Egypt ever become Calinh, 
England's share itn making this 
possible will strengthen rather than 
weaken her influence, already great, 
among Mohammedans all over the 
East. Moreover, relations with the 
many Mohammedans under her rule 


| or protection have always been 


marked by a scrupulous regard for 
their religious rights which has en- 
abled her to count on their respect 
if not on their loyalty. 

Another reason for believing that 
Peypt’s political changes and the 
results of the war will not be 
detrimental to England's prestige in 
the country is well illustratéd by the 
reply of the Khedive Ismail to an 
Englishman who, one day, asked him 
if anything new had happened ‘ately. 
“That is so Hike all you English. 
You are always expecting some- 
thing new to happen in Egypt, day 
by day. Today is here the same as 
yesterday, and tomorrow will be 
the same as today; and so it 
has been, and so it will be, for 
thousands of vears.. 

One who has lived among these 
patient plodding peovle, who has 
seen how their lives take colour’and 
character from the slow-moving 
turgid stream which is the sole 
source of the richness of their 
soil, can well appreciate the truth 
of this saying. This is an influence 
greater and more permanent than 
any presumed gratitude for benefits 
conferred or for conditions allevi- 
ated. It is probably owing to this 
overpowering influence that the 
fellah is, as anthropologists declare, 
the same man as the Egyptian of 
four thousand years ago. With all 
the foreign strains introduced he is 
still the same submissive serf, born 
to be ruled by those strong.r than 
he. He realizes, no doubt, that his 
taxes are lighter than they were, 
his supply of water assured, his 
back and the soles of his feet do 
longer Hable to the blows of the 
Kourbash. But it fs not in him to 
be actively and effusively grateful. 
Only a return to previous conditions 
would be likely to call out any 
marked feeling in this respect. Still, 
the equity of English rule has made 
its mark, It is, to say the least, 
extremely doubtful if the fellaheen 
could be induced to take part in 
any upheaval against conditions 
that make for at least material 
comfort. 7 

But stronger than all is the 
apathy, the-want of anything ap- 
proaching the public spirit of more 
advanced civilization, that has re 
sulted in the extraordinary main- 
tenance of the same national char- 
acteristics through so many cen- 
turies and under such widely differ- 
ing forms of government. -

ENGINEER CLAIMED DAUGHTER 
WAS POISONED, — 


Clerk's Alléged Mistake KRespon- 
sible for Action in Which Small 
Fortune in Damages was Sought. 
Doctor Testified He Found Ba- 
rium in Package. 


M. C. Sutton, a Van Nuys drug- 
gist, was given judgment yesterday 
in the suit brought against him by 
Cc. F. Spelimeyer, a civil engineer, 
to recover $5800 damages for the 
serious illness of his daughter, who 
was alleged to have been poisoned 
in an unusual manner. The case was 
tried by Judge Hewitt recently, the 
evidence showing, according to Mr. 
Spellmeyer, that he applied at the 
drug store April 23, 1914, for sugar 
of milk, and received a white pow- 
der, which analysis indicated con- 
tained barium, a poison, 

Some of the contents of the pack- 
age was given to Mr. Spelimeyer's 
daughter, then 6 months old, and 
for a long time, it is claimed, she 
was in a precarious condition. The 
package, it was alleged, was sold 
to Mr. Spellmeyer by Mr. Sutton’'s 
clerk, but Mr. Sutton testified that 
the powder Mr. Spellmeyer brought 
back to him contained boracic acid, 
and that no poisonous compound 
was sold to Mr. Spellmeyer by his 
clerk. 

A physician who tested the con- 
tents of a package submitted to him 


by Mr. Spellmeyer, and which he 


said was a portion of the original 
package he bought at the drug store, 
said he found among other elements 
in it barium, a poison. 

The daughter of the Spellmeyers 
was in court’ during the trial, fully 
recovered in health.
